Soaring prices in 1973 reflected tightness in sup- 
plies throughout much of the year, ; 

Prdiminary 1973 dats, on a refined copper basis, 
Indicated that the United States experienced reduced 
production, net exports, near record high consump: 
Jon, and a drawdown of industrial stocks, according. 
to the Bureau of Mines, U.S. Department of the In- 
terlor, A shortage of available copper relative to de- 
mand developed in the first quarter and became a 
critical supply problem for some users, Salient factors 
causing the fiobalance included: A surge ino world 
demand; disruptions to production in Chile, Canada, 
and Belgium; some curGiibnent in damestic output to 
meet air quality standards; transport. problems in 

sanada and Zambia; and the effeet of U.S. price con- 

trols coupled with a rapid escalation of world prices. 
Several of the supply disruptions were resolved but 
the continuing high demand and depleted inventories 
Jeft supplies tight at yearend, The national copper 
stockpile objective was reduced to zero in) Mareh 
making available 252,000 tons of surplus copper 
pending congressional authorization, 

Mine production was 1,72 million tons, a 3-percent 
increase and approximately cqual to the record high 
of 1970. Principal copper producing States were 
Arizona with 54 percent of Ae total. Utah (15 per- 
cent), New Mexico (12 percent), Montana (8 per- 
cent), Nevada (5 percent), and Michigan (4 per- 
cent). 

Smelters, despite some curtailment of operations 
to meet air quality standards, increased output 2 per- 
cent, to an indicated 1.73 million tons from primary 
materials, a record high quantity for the second suc- 
cessive year. Refinery production from primary ma- 
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teri was projected to decline 2 percent from (hi 
1972 record high to 1.83 million tons, Productlon ol 
refined ¢op er from secondary materials was 360,000 
tons conrpared with 423,000 tons in 1972, 

Consumption of refined copper advanced & percent 
to 2,35 niillion tons, ‘This increase reflected the preater 
acdivily in the general economy for most of the year 
and was approximately equal to dic record high con- 
sumption of 1966, 

Public Law 93-77 suspended the 0.8 cent per 
pound daty on copper from July i, 1973 to June 30, 
1974, reinstating the suspension that had been in 
effect from 1966 to June 30, 1972, 

Scrap exports were particularly Jarge during June, 
July, and August following the domestic price ceil- 
ings imposed In early June and the escalation of 
foreign copper prices. Copper-base scrap was ex: 
empted from price controls, effective August 6, and 
there was a significant reduction in exports following 
this action, 

Domestic copper price quotations were increased 
by 9% cents per pound in three steps during the first 
quarter of 1973 to a quoted price of GO to GO cents 
per pound. Price controls prohibited any price in- 
crease between carly June and December 6 after 
which most quotes were increased by approximately 
8 cents to a range of 68.15 to 69.25 cents per pound. 
Prices on the London Metal Exchange increased from 
an average 50,7 cents per pound equivalent for Janu: 
ary to 102.9 cents for November and were 90.6 cents 
in mid-December.

change, Ine., in New York and on the London Metal 
Exchange in London. 
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
